Dixon emphasizes 
the fact also that 
the State Health 
D epartm ent is the 
largest active medical 
organization 
in this State, 
and probably in 
any 
State, and that it would be capable at 
a m om ent’s notice of taking up work 
which would 
be valuable in time of 
war. 


The first aid training of the nurses 
will be 
done from 
six cities 
which 
will 
be centers 
for their 
sections. 
These, cities are 
Philadelphia, H a r­ 
risburg, W illiamsport, W ilkes-Barre, 
Pittsburgh and Oil City. 


Tho training 
will begin in H arris­ 
burg. 
It is hoped that arrangem ents 
will bo completed 
so th a t it can be­ 
gin 
the end of this 
week or the be­ 
ginning of next. 
The course will take 
the 
form of lectures with 
practical 
dem onstration on all phases of em er­ 
gency and first 
aid treatm ent, with 
special reference in one of the series 
to wounds 
and 
hem orrhages 
They 
will be given by a physician who has 
had army training. 


Dr. Dixon is a thorough 
advocate 
of preparedness, 
he made it 
known, 
and is interested in preparing his De­ 
partm ent 
for any work 
that might 
fall 
to 
its 
share in 
the event 
of 
hostilities. 


‘i believe we should 
take thought, 
as a public departm ent,” he said “of 
w hat we can do for 
our 
citizens in 
case war breaks out. 
We represent 
the largest active medical organiza­ 
tion in the state, or possibly in any 
other state, and 
are capable of pro­ 
viding a valuable service if our coun­ 


try needs us. 
"In our dispensaries we have over 
two 
hundred 
practicing 
physicians 
and about 
one hundred 
and thirty 
nurses. 
These 
dispensaries are 
in 
every county and would form each a 
practical nucleus 
in case it became 


p e r e s lo ry to treat 
large numbers of 
wounded. 
Such of them as would re­ 
quire 
only 
tem porary 
treatm ent 
could be attended to at these dispen­ 
saries cither visiting 
them daily or, 
where th a t 
was not possible 
on ac­ 
count of the condition of the wounds, 
being visited in their homes. 


“F ro m the dispensaries cases that 
needed more in vol veil treatm ent could 
be sent to one of 
our three san ato r­ 
iums, just as we do with our tubercu­ 
losis cases. 
At the sanatorium s there 
are twenty 
trained 
physicians 
and 
i*bout 
a hundred 
nurses. 
We have 
stores of tents 
and supplies, so that 
if 
an 
emergency 
arose we 
could 
handle large numbers of patients. The 
remote location of these .sanatoriums, 
and the plentiful supply of pure w ater 
and good 
garbage disposal 
plants, 
etc., would be valuable factors in aid­ 
ing us to carry on this w’ork. 


“ It 
is 
necessary 
for 
an 
active 
health 
departm ent to 
be ready for 
emergencies a t all times. 
I have only 
to recall 
what the departm ent 
did 
when the 
city of Austin 
was wiped 
out 
by 
a flood several 
years 
ago. 
Within eight hours 
a fte r the G o\e r ­ 
ro r told me 
to take charge we had 
car-loads of material updef 
way 
to 
feed and house the destitute. 
We had 
full control of the 
city in a military 
sense and at the end of the fourteenth 
day we left. 
The destitute were re­ 
lieved, danger of disease that follow- 
ed the flood averted, 
and everybody
